IMI the conlraiy, the manure is spread 
out in hot weather, and lies exposed 
siune days to dry winds, the. ammonia it 
rontains, in the form of carbonate, will 
be carried olf into to the atmosphere; but 
this loss is not so great as is often sup- 
posed. The (inuutity of volatile ammo- 
nia that can bo got out of the stable 
manure by this exposure is certainly not 
greater than exists in it, and the analy- 
sis of VoJker, Wolff and myself show 
that it amounts to but two to six parts 
in ten thousand oCfieih or well-rotted 
manure.—Mtnson.

The apple crop of thu prusent year is 


good eiKiugli. That is, weie il greater il 
woul'l be worth less than it now is. 
cxi'essiv,! crop is a nuisance to 
grower, and of little benefit to tho con. 
sumer. Tho present crop is of good 
quality. In the disposal of il thorn are 
som« considerations which arc, worth 
'lo'jce. In tho market oun gotnl apple 
is worth several poor ones. Tho one 
goi.ul ono iilonu will soil for more than 
when it is degraded by tho presence of 
its poorer companions. The good never 
raises tho character of thu inferior fruit, 
while the inferior never fails to reduce 
the good to its own level. This has be- 
come so well known to those who make 
a business of supplying the maiket with 
fruit that the greatest care is taken in 
selecting only good specimens fin1 ship- 
ment. It pays better to throw away 
poor fiult than to put it in with tho 
ciKiicu. Neither does it pay to slii|: 
pour fiuitto ailistant market, freight 
anil other charges me just, the same on a 
banel of apples worth si ns on one 
woitli So. This rule win Us unmlly In 
whatever way the rryp is disposed of. 
If it is made into cider it i>ti!l pays bet- 
ter to sulect tho fiuit. Choice cider 
can only be inadfi with perfect truit. 
There must be no decayed, wormy, or 
uinipe fruit used if a lenlly perfect 
cider is to be made.— Intlianu J-'uriacr.
